Light at the End 
of the Tunnel?

Next week will mark one year since the 
COVID-19 virus fastened its grip on America 
and changed virtually every facet of life. But 
as that anniversary approaches, many signs 
are indicating that the tide is starting to turn in 
the battle against the pandemic, although 
when and if things will ever return to normal 
is still up in the air. 

But on Monday, as cases of COVID-19 
continue to decline, Governor Ned Lamont 
indicated that he may soon be easing some 
restrictions imposed by the State of 
Connecticut to slow the spread of the virus. 
‘“We’re making progress in the war against 
COVID,” the Governor said Monday. ““That’s 
why on Thursday we’re going to make some

announcements in terms of our cautious 
reopening, in terms of capacity for our stores 
and our restaurants and our retail and personal 
services.” 

In another hopeful sign, this past weekend 
the U.S. Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention approved the long-awaited 
Johnson & Johnson (J&J) vaccine, which 
requires only one dose rather than two like the 
vaccine being administered now. J&J said it 
hopes to ship a total of 20 million shots by the 
end of March. 

The main factor in how fast America travels 
along the road to recovery from the pandem-

Dominican Independence Celebration 


Despite the cole and rain — not to mention COVID-19 restrictions — Connecticut’ Dominican 
community held its annual flag-raising at the State Capitol Saturday, February 27, to mark their 
homeland’s Independence Day. Shown above are event organizers Juan Brito, Osvaldo Pena, 
Mabel Santana Alcantara, Jean Tejeda and Cirilo Bonilla.

The City of Hartford plays fast and loose with the FOIA

It was a simple request, a no-brainer no-strainer. I 
wasn’t looking for any classified information, no city 


secrets. Nothing that could be 
used to damn or slander any 
Hartford citizen, public or pri- 
vate. It was information that 
should have been freely avail- 
able and easily accessible on 
the hartford.gov website and 
barring that, could have been 
elicited in a reasonable amount 
of time—say a couple of 
days—after a polite phone call 
and email request to the city’s 
Human Resources department. 


What was I looking for? A job description. That’s it. 





names, addresses, or Social Security numbers, just 
the basic “What does this job entail?’ Those generic 
documents are normally on file 
at any functioning HR depart- 
ment in any functioning city or 
town hall, but it’s obvious that 
550 Main Street isn’t one of 
them. I waited over a month for 
a response from the HR direc- 
tor, or at least from another staff 
member he may have designat- 
ed to take care of it; nope—dead 
silence.

ic is how effective the vaccines 
proves to be against new variations 
of the virus — and how quickly and 
how many Americans get the vac- 
cine. As of Monday, all Connecticut 
residents age 55 and older were eli- 
gible to recetve the vaccine, along 
with those in certain job categories 
(see graphic at top of page 1). The 
vaccine is free. You do not need 
health insurance. You can make your 
appointment over the phone or 
online and there are over a dozen 
places in Hartford to recetve your 
shot (see below).

Overreaching High Tech 


We realize that the current age of 
high technology has benefitted soci- 
ety in many ways and will continue 

o do so more and more in the future. 

However, there are many down- 
sides to this so-called “progress.” For 
example, almost all teachers and 
most public officials admit that dis- 
tance learning — especially for those 
that need it the most — has failed. Up 
to half of Hartford students are 
absent, about one third of Hartford 
homes have trouble getting and 
maintaining regular internet service, 
and parents cannot always pick up 
the slack. 

Another troubling factor is the 
mess made of the COVID-19 roll- 
out. Thousands and thousands of 
seniors were originally left out by the 
push to register online. Some just 
don’t have an internet connection, 
many more are unfamiliar with nav- 
igating through the web and became 
confused. Many just gave up. 
Finally, phone banks were set up but 
these became jammed with calls. 
While this situation is rapidly 
improving, we're still playing 
“catch-up.” In the early phase of the 
vaccine program, lucky people were 
going to facilities late to get their 
shots even if they weren’t eligible 
but knew that there would be some 
left over due to lack of response. 

And, a few days ago we got a let- 


ter from one the organizations we 
belong to stating that it needed input 
on important matters: “...A large 
obstacle has been the ability [mean- 
ing lack of ability!] of our senior 
members to participate in meetings 
virtually...but they continue to be the 
backbone of our club...we have cer- 
tainly never discriminated against 
many of our members based on age. 
We certainly shouldn’t start now.” 

Those who bully tax-paying, 
involved citizens into full participia- 
tion in our digital society when they 
often don’t have the means to do so 
should be ashamed of themselves. 
Not everyone has the resources, abil- 
ity or desire to have everything go 
through a computer which, by the 
way, often doesn’t work (as hap- 
pened a during a few power outages 
this past winter. 

Let’s keep newspapers being print- 
ed and physical mail being delivered. 
When the COVID restrictions are 
relaxed, stop by and see an elderly 
relative or friend in person. Most 
people’s lives are so dominated by 
the internet these days that it easy to 
forget that many people aren’t “on 
the web” for various reasons, but 
they shouldn’t just be cut out of soci- 
ety. The hubris of those highly profi- 
cient in the digital world to force 
their lifestyle on everyone else is 
very unfair and inefficient.

Luis Rivera: NSA Winner ‘13

“TIT wanted to do more” 


This is a picture of Luis Rivera 
from 2013 (second from the right 
in the blue shirt). The picture was 
taken at the 2013 Neighborhood 
Service Awards, which were held 
j at the CT State Capitol Building. 
At the time, Luis was serving as 
the coordinator for the injury pre- 
vention program at Connecticut 
Children’s Medical Center. He 
§ would travel to schools, child care 
centers, and anywhere else he 
could in Hartford, teaching kids 
about home safety, bicycle safety, 
pedestrian safety and distributing 
bike helmets and car seats. His tireless outreach did not go unnoticed and resulted in him winning a 
neighborhood service award. 

At the very event this picture was taken, Luis looked around and was inspired. “I wanted to do 
more,” Luis said. He wanted to be able to manage larger programs impacting the health of kids. He 
resolved to further his education to obtain the credentials that would allow him to do just that. He 
ended up going to the UConn School of Social Work where he overcame challenges and obtained 
his MSW in 2017. From there he was able to become the manager of the Safe Kids Connecticut pro- 
gram for four years at Connecticut Children’s. Last year he was promoted to the leadership team at 
Connecticut Children’s in the Office of Child Health as a community relations manager where he 
continues to use his heart for the community and gift of connection to impact the world. See below 
for a picture of Luis in his new role. 

And Luis is not done. He plans to go and pursue his doctorate in social policy. 

Remarkable people don’t become that way overnight. There is a journey. His began in Puerto 
Rico. Luis and his family moved to Hartford 
when he was 8 years old. He went to M.D Fox 
Middle School and graduated from Bulkeley 
High School. During these years he developed 
his faith in God and belief that we are made to 
love and help others. He attributes this faith and 
belief as the engine that drives him to care for 
his community today. 

He went to community college then got a 
Bachelor’s in Sociology from Eastern 
Connecticut State University. Luis could have 
left Hartford if he wanted to, but he chose to 
stay and still lives here today. ““To leave is the 
easy way out,” Luis said. “You’re giving up. If 
you stay you can be a part of creating the solu- 
tion.”

story will allow for further diversi- 
fication in plantings.

Vacuna Johnson and Johnson llega a CT esta semana 


Se espera que mas de 39,000 dosis 
de la vacuna Johson & Johnson 
COVID-19 Ileguen a Connecticut 
esta semana, reforzando aun mas el 
esfuerzo de vacunacion y permitien- 
do mas citas de vacunacion esta 
semana, dijo el lunes el gobernador 
Ned Lamont. 

El gobernador también destaco las 
tendencias positivas en las cifras de 
infeccion, senalando un minimo de 
cuatro meses en las _hospitaliza- 
clones y una tasa de positividad de la 
prueba de siete dias que ronda el 
2,6%. Con estos numeros positivos 
en mente, el estado planea anunciar

La tasa de positividad diaria Ilego
